First Hearing on Jan. 19th. 
New manes are to be assigned 
to over 200 streets, actual 
and planned ( the so-called 
‘paper’ streets) in a series 
of public hearings, which the 
Wilmington Planning Board has 
called, starting on January 
19th., in the High School ca- 
feteria. 

Wilmington, plagued with as 
many as nine streets beginning 
Pine’, and many similar in- 
stances, first began to plan 
for new names for many of 
these streets under the Mana- 
gership of T™ Dean C. Cushing. 
The program is now being car- 
ried to a successful fruition, 
five years later, during which 
the Planning Board, and other 
boards have held many consul - 
tations, in order to avoid 
the duplication of names, and 
arrive at satisfactory substi- 
tutes for present names, 

Two hearings will be held 
simultaneously, in the cafe- 
teria, by the Planning Board, 
on the 19th., and presumably 
on succeeding hearing nights. 
One of the hearings will be on 
one side of the room, and the 
other on the other side. A 
member of the Planning Board 
or some assistant is to be 
stationed near the entrance to 
guide people to the hearing 
that interests them. 

Chairman of the Sub-Committee 
which has done the work of 
making the proposals is Daniel 
Gillis, of Swain Road, West. 
Mr. Gillis finds himself in 
the same situation as many o- 
ther Wilmington residents, in 
that the name of his own 
street is to be among those

John Brooks, speaking for the 
Wilmington Railroad Committee

taken in New Hampshire, 
Calabrese told the group 

that ‘it looks like the B&M 
does not want’ railroad passen- 
gers’. He pointed out that the 
last appearance before the DPU 
resulted in the cut of 110 
trains, and that this proposal 
meant another 78. 

Several speakers vented their 
opinions on the Department of 
Public Utilities, saying that 
they always hold public hear- 
ings when the workingmen can 
not get to them, and demanding 
that they hold such hearings 
on Saturday mornings. 

Atty Robert A Shea, of Som- 
erville brought this point to 
the at;ention of the audience 
and also stated that ‘the rail 
road makes no effort to get 
passengers. Shea told the com- 
mittee ‘not to be afraid of 
meGinnis, Go right in and put 
your feet on his desk!" 

John Brooks dryly remarked 
that he could think of other 
places to put his feet, which 
remark momentarily changed the 
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meeting into something resen- 
bling vaudeville. 

Sixteen towns were represen- 
ted. 

Selectmen were present from 
Reading, Chelmsford, Tyngsboro 
and Sudbury, with Wakefield, 
Andover, North Andover and Rea 
ding being recorded as against 
the B&M proposals by letter. 
Town Counsels and City Soli- 
citors (or assistants) were 
present from Boxborough, 
Stough on, Tyngsboro, Tewks 
bury, and Boston. The Mayor’s 
Secretary was present from 
Wo burn, 

In addition to interested 
residents of Wilmington there 
were people with no official 
capacity from Lowell, Reading, 
North Reading and Boston. 
Other official capacities in- 
cluded a representative of the 
Greater Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Chairman of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks 
in Lowell, and several repre- 
sentatives of the Wilmington 
Junior Chamber of Commerce.
